The  report  referring  to  the  Fish  Market,  Fish  Market 
Facilities  and  Offensive  Trades  is  the  same  as  that  submitted 
in  1938. 

RATS  & MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919. 

With  reference  to  the  above  Act,  279  Inspections  and 
Re-inspections  were  made. 

2,993  rats  were  caught  on  premises,  of  these  997 
were  black  and  1,996  were  brown. 

A regular  system  of  examination  is  carried  out  in 
stores,  warehouses,  etc.  If  rats  or  traces  of  rats  are  found 

in  any  building,  orders  are  at  once  given  for  their  clearance 
either  by  traps,  poison  or  fumigation. 

Leaflets  are  distributed  pointing  out  the  obligations 
under  the  Act,  also  the  penalties  for  non-compliance. 

A card  index  is  kept  of  all  buildings,  etc.,  in  which 
rats  have  been  found.
